BECAUSE the Obligation on our Merchants to make Proof of the Juſtice of 
their Demands for their Loſſes at the Court of Spain, is in our Opinion an Hard- 
ſhip upon them, and not Honoutable for the Nation; and we ate perſwaded thaſg 
e Gentlemen will undertake ſo troubleſome and expenſive 4 Journey wirk 
the leſs Chearfulneſs, becauſe they may fear their Claims are not unlikely to be 
counterbalanced by others from the Spanzards; and after all, they have only the 
ſlender Comfort of hoping, if they think there is even any room for them to 
hope, to get that Redreſs by Commiſſaries which they, have not hitherto been able

BRE CASE we are obliged to aſſiſt in effectuating the Introduction of Six thou- 
ſand Spaniſh Troops into the Towns of Tuſcany and Parma, without ſpecifying 
the Methods we are to take, or Charge we are to be at, in giving that Aſliſtance 
ſo that, for ought we know, we may be liable to an _— Trouble, and unlimi-

vantage to us, but, as we fear, may prove moſt Prejudicial and Deſtructive.

BECAUSE we oblige ourſelves to guarranty for ever, not only to Don Carlos, 
but even to all his Succeſſors, the Right to, and Poſſeſſion of, the States of Tuſcany 
and Parma, which we think is a Stipulation of ſo extenſive a Nature, that we can 
hardly ſee, we are ever like to be exempted from the Diſputes and Quarrels it may 
too probably draw upon us. Sh „ 


BECAUSE this Treaty differs from the Quadruple Alliance, upon which tis 
pretended to be chiefly founded, in ſome Points that ſeemed to be thought eſſen- 
tial by ourſelves, as well as by the Kings of France and pain, as far as we can 
judge by the Stipulations of former Alliances, particularly in that of introducing 
Spaniſh Troops, inſtead of Neutral, into Tuſcany and Parma; and by ſtipulating, 
that thoſe Troops ſhall remain there till Don Carlos and his Succeſſors are ſecure 
and exempt from all Events; which, from the Nature and Extent of human Fore- 
ſight, we think, the warmeſt Advocates for the Treaty muſt allow is in Effect to

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7thhy, BECAUSE the Alterations in this Treaty from that of the Quadtuple Alliance 


are made, not only without the Conſent of the Emperor, but as we fear, he will 
interpret it, ſince he has not the Compliment paid him of being invited into it, 
almoſt in Defiance of him; and if this Treatment of him ſhould unhappily alienate 
his Friendſhip. from us, we think we ſhould, as good Engviſbmes, have great Reaſon 
to lament the Loſs of ſuch an Ancient, Powerful, and Faithful Ally.

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„ BECAUSE we apprehend there is an artful Omiſſion throughout the whole 
Treaty, of any plain and expreſs Stipulation to ſecure to us our Right to Gilbraltar 
and Minorca, which however willing we are to attribute it, rather to the ſuperior 
Skill of the Spaniſh Managers, than to any want of Zeal for their Country in our 
own, is an Error that we fear will leave our Poſſeſſion of thoſe important Places 
too liable to future Cavils ; and we think the Spaniards could not, with the leaſt 
plauſible Pretence of Reaſon, have refuſed to aſcertain our indubitable Right to 
them in as ſtrong and explicite Terms, as we have declared ourſelves Guarrantees 
of the Right, Poſſeſſion, Tranquility, and Quiet of the Italian Dominions allotted 
to Don Carlos and, hjs Succeſſors; ſince we have had the Complaiſance to admit 
the Spanjargs to dilcyſs their Pretenſions for the Reſtitution of the Ships taken in 
the Year 1718. tho rhcirRight o that Compenſation was as effectually ſecured to 
them, as it can be ptetended qurs is to Gibraltar and Minorca, by thoſe general 
Words that) renew añd confirm all former Treaties.
